MUSTER ROLLS. 


The muster rolls of Colorado soldiers serving in the 
United States Army during the Civil War, have been in 
constant use.

Increasing years and added infirmities have compelled 


many veterans to apply for pensions or admission to the 
National Soldiers! Home, necessitating certificates of 
service by transcript of the muster rolls. 


Our veterans are usually assigned to the Home at 
Leavenworth, which is reported to fully deserve that 
title. 

SOLDIERS! HOME. 

It is to be hoped that the Soldiers! Home of Colorado 
will soon be in course of erection, to enable the Colorado 
veteran to enjoy his repose in the State he fought so 
bravely to preserve, within sight of its mountains and 
within easy access to his friends, 
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ROSTERS. 


Many of the States have issued rosters of the officers 
aud enlisted men who served in the army during the 
war. These rosters include a brief history of each regi- 
ment from its erganization until mustered out of the 
service. 


Colorado has been favored with copies from a'number 
of the States, and I earnestly recommend that an appro- 
priation of sufficient money be made to enable the State 
of Colorado to honor her sons in like manner, and at the 
same time return to the several States the courtesy they 
have extended. 


BATTLE FLAGS. 


It gives me pleasure ta report the recovery of the 
colors of the Second Colorado Volunteer Infantry and 
the colorstaff of the First Colorado Artillery. These 
colors have been the subject of inquiry and search for 
the past twenty years. To Lieutenant William Wise 
of the Second Colorado Volunteers is due the honor of 
finding them among many others in one of the store- 
rooms at the War Department. The Honorable Secre- 
tary of War, to whom I, in person, applied for their 
return, deemed special Congressional legislation neces- 
sary to enable him to make restitution. A bill, was 
accordingly introduced ánd championed by the” States. 
represeñtatives, in either House of Congress, which 
had the desired effect. 


The honorable Board of Capitol Managers has been 
requested by resolution of the Military Board, to supply 
air tight glass cases in the Capitol for the preservation 
of these evidences of Colorado’s participation in the 
great struggle. >

MILITARY ENROLLMENT. 


The military enrollment. provided for in Section 1, 
page 384, Laws 1889, haviug been dispensed with.dur- 
ing the past two years, I am unable to give the exact 
number of persons liable to do military duty, but esti- 
mate the unorganized militia of the State to number 
55,000 . 

| ORGANIZATION. 


By an enactment of 1883 the Colorado National Guard 


- was organized into one brigade, under the command of 


a Brigadier-General, to be elected by its officers. 


Albert H. Jones, then Inspector-General, became the 
first commander of the brigade; under his soldierly

- 
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direction the Guard prospered. Declining a re-election, 
he retired upon the conclusion of his three years’ service, 
March 26, 1886, to be succeeded by the then Inspector- 
General, Frank M. Reardon. 


Upon the expiration of his commission, General 
Reardon was re-elected March 27, 18897 In the Ute 
campaign of 1887, the General proved a valuable officer. 


The brigade is at present composed of one signal 


corps, one four-gut battery, two troops of cavalry aud - 


eleven companies of infantry, and numbers 785 officers 
and men. 


The migratory nature of eur people causes frequent 
change in the personelle of the command, This neces- 
sitates constant recruiting for the ranks, and election of 
officers are frequent. While a company may be benefited 
by a change of officers in special cases, it more often 
destroys its efficiency, especially in the case of a change 
of captain, 

Line officers elect are at once commissioned, but must, 
within ninety days after election, report for examination. 
For this purpose a board, consisting of three officers of 
the line, has been convened, before whiclf a number of 
officers have qualified. Such examination is necessarily

of a cursory character, and in effect only ascertains the 


officer's qualifications as a drill instructor, which is only 
one of the essential requirements of a successful officer, 


The officer who has worn the straps for two or three 


years, will be of vastly more value to the State and his - 


command in the succeeding years. But because of re- 
moval, business duties, expiration of term of service, or 
other good.reason, the officer is discharged. The State 
owes him some mark of recognition for unselfish and 
gratuitous service. ` 

Permit me to urge that a retired list of officers be 
created, to which any officer after five years continuous, 
honorable service, shall be ‘eligible, upon making appli- 
cation.

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Happily, the State has had no occasion to call upon 
its Guard for any duty demanding military force, but 


should the contingency arise, I confidently predict that 


it will do its whole duty. It is composed of the young 
men of the State, of the material that has fought the 
battles of our country as volunteers, with the same 
patriotic spirit and high-sense of citizenship which 
possessed those who have gone before. 


ENCAMPMENT. 


In pursuance of an act providing for an annual 
encampment of the Colorado National Guard, and 
making an appropriation therefor," page 79, and section 
9, page 397, Laws of 1889, the followiug orders were 
issued;

Camp Cooper was located seven miles south of the 
city of Deer, near the junction of the Denver and Rio 
Grande and the South Park Railroads. It was found 
necessary to erect a temporary wooden structure for mess 
house and kitchen, which answered the purpose of dining 
hall for the whole command in an admirable manner. 
The lumber it contained was sold after the encampment. 


For a detailed statement of the duties performed and 
the management of the camp, I have the honor to refer 
you to the annexed reports of Inspector-General Sullivan, 
Brigadier-General Reardon, Assistant Inspector-General 
Harvey, Assistant Quartermaster-General Trounstine, 
-Commissary Subsistence Bolton, and Inspector-Generals 
of Rifle Practice, Browning and Bartlett. 


The effect upon the troops was most beneficial. 
Officers and men entered upon the duties of the camp 
with alacrity and cheerfully submitted to the restraints 
of discipline. No serious breach of discipline occurred. 
Their deportment proved them to be self-respecting 
-citizen-soldiers, of whom the State has just cause to be 
proud. 

It is to be regretted that the appropriation for the 
encampment of 1896 was not available, and that Article 
`. of the Military Law of 1889, as construed by the 
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honorable Attoruey-General, does not admit of the 


applying the military poll fund for the purpose of hold- 
ing encampments. 


With an ever-increasing population, the Military Poll 
Fund, under the existing law, will be ample to cover the 


expense of a yearly encampment, with a law permitting 
its application. . 


In view of the existence of a tribe of Indians within 
and several large tribes near the bórders of the State, 
who may at any time in the future, as they have in the 
pest, menace the lives and property of our citizens, I 
. deem it of first importance that the General Assembly 

make appropriation of a sufficient sum to be set aside 
for the payment of troops, trausportation, quartermaster 
aud commissary stores when called into service, as pro- 
vided in section 12, page 398, Laws 1889, pending the 
convening of the General Assembly.

ARMORIES. 
Owing to the scarcity of suitable buildings for drill 
rooms, and the high rents demanded, the eleven armories 


maintained are the chief items of expense of the State's 
military establishment. 


. Acting upon.instructions of the Military Board, 
January 19, 1889, Adjutant-General West advertised for 
bids for the leasing of an armory at Denver. 


At a meeting of the Board. March 2d, the bid of 
George W, Brown for the erection of a building to cover 
three lots at the north-west corner of Curtis and Twenty- 
sixth streets, at a yearly rental of $4,500, was found to 
be the lowest, and was accepted, subject to such plans 
and specifications as the Military Board might direct. 
Under the energetic supervision of Mr. Brown, the 


lease was entered into. The new armory was fittingly 


dedicated July 4th, by a camp fire of the Grand Army 


building was completed July rst, 1889, when a five-year `

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-of the Republic, in honor of that greatest of living gen- 
-erals, William Tecumseh Sherman, on which occasion 
your Excellency delivered the address of welcome. 


Each of the five companies, for whose use the armory 
was provided, has a separate room, which has been 
“furnished and ornamented at their own expense. 


The headquarters of the First Brigade and those of 
the First Battalion are located at the Denver Armory.

EQUIPMENTS. 


Upon taking charge of this department, I found that 
.à number of companies had been provided with dress 
uniforms. 


Requisition was made on the Quartermaster-General, 
U. S. A., for uniform cloth to cover Colorado's share of 
the yearly appropriation for militia, which, under the 
law, may be drawn in ordnance or quartermaster stores 
only. - * 

This cloth was manufactured into dress coats, and 
trousers by The M. C. Lilly & Co., of Columbus, Ohio, and 
issued to the troops not yet provided with those equip- 
ments, to enable them to appear uniformly at the 
«encamptnent. 


The quartermaster department contains several hun- 
dred articles of military clothing, which having long 
been in use, have been turned iu for replacement, con- 
-demned by the Inspector-General, and by me offered for 
sale. 


'The fatigue uniforms of a majority of the companies 
having been in use for a number of years, and repeatedly 
reported by the Inspector-General as ‘‘ unserviceable,” 

an order was placed, in conformity with section 4, page 
396, Laws 1889, for 110 dress coats, rro helmets, 530 
“blouses, 280 pants and 520 caps. The dress coats and 
helmets are ordered for Companies C"! and "Di 
First Battalion, of Aspen and Central City, respectively, 
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"which companies were mustered into the service since 
the last issue. "These stores will be delivered before the 
` close of the year, and will clothe the Colorado National 
Guard equal to any in the United States. 


ARMS. 


The U. S. Army pattern Springfield rifle, calibre 45, 
“is in use by the Guard, In addition, the cavalry is 
-armed with sabres. The battery is equipped with two 
Napoleon and two Gattling guns. 


Qin 1887, forty Colt's revolvers were issued to the 
members of the battery, but owing to the loss of a num- 
ber, they were ordered to be turned in, carbines to be 
issued in their stead. 


The signal corps is armed with sabres. 


Application has, at various times, been made by semi- 
-military organizations, to be furnished with arms, but, 
acting under orders of the Military Board, and in con- 
-formity with section 21, page 407, Laws 1889, no issue 
bas been made. 


Permission to carry arms has been demanded by a 
military organization terming itself The National 
Cadets U. S. A.“ Icaunot find authority for such an 
«Organization in the laws of the United States, or of the 
States. In view of the sad results of such indulgence 
_ "in other States in times of riot, it was deemed wise to 
withhold such permission, more especially as the organ- 
‘ization in question has assumed the regulation U. S. 
.and National Guard uniform, which would cause confu- 
‘sion during periods of public disturbance. [recommend 
that the wearing of the regulation uniform by any one 
not a member of the U. S. Army, National Guard, or 
the society known as the Sons of Veterans, whose object 
is the perpetuation of their fathers’ patriotic deeds, be 
prohibited. =

1889, which requires but your Excellency’s approval to 
go into the hands of the printer. Ithas been compiled - 
with great care, with a view to its being the guide book 
of the State's troops, as the Army Regulations are to 
those of the United States.

PROPERTY ACCOUNTABILITY. 


Each officer of the line, upon réceipt of his commis- 
sion, is required to file a bond at this office in the sum 
of one thousand dollars for "caring for and safely keep 
all moneys, public property, books and papers that may 
come in his possession.” 


COURTS MARTIAL. 2 


It gives me pleasure to state that no court martial 
has been convened during my term of office. Disci- 
pline, which I understand to be complete subordination 
to authority, meets with too many infractions among the 
professional soldiers of the army to not, at times, suffer 
in the National Guard where the soldier never loses his 
identity as a citizen. 

On several occasions, 5, commanding Officers of com- 
panies have cited members of their commands before 
justice courts for non-attendance at drill; no other 
delinquencies have been reported.

The National Commission, at its last session, passed 
tta resolution to make the civic display. with an accom- 
t panying musical festival, the main feature of the.

* “While many suggestions have been received which 
“provide new and unique ideas, nearly every letter 
“assumes that a grand military review will take place 
“upon one of the days set apart for cetemonies, and a 
"review of such a character as is anticipated would 
render a large military encampment a necessity. Sev- 
"eral of the States now hold annual encampments, 
t provided for by law, and, outside of transportation, it 
** would cost no more to go into camp in Chicago than 
‘Sin some selected camp iu those States. The additional 
"advantages which would be derived from a grand 
** mobilization of all arms of the service in one grand 
“camp, would more than offset the extra cost of trans- 
‘“portation, and certainly-the massing of the National 
“ Guard of the United States, made up as it is of the

'The advisability of providiug for a representation of 
the Colorado National Guard upon the occasion outlined 
by Colonel Culp, does not admit of question. I. would 
urge upon the General Assembly, the passage of a meas- 
ure authorizing the Governor to send a number of com- 
panies of his selection to the dedication ceremonies, and 
making appropriation of sufficient money to pay the 
transportation and subsistence thereof.

SIR: —I have the honor to submit the les report 
of the operations of the Inspector-General’s department 
for the two fiscal years ending November 3o, 1890, with 
accompanying report of EES M. D. Mix, 
Assistant Inspector-General: 


For the year 1889, in accordarice with General Order 
No. 11, Adjutant-General’s Office, and in conformity 
with section s, article 3, page 388, Session Laws, 1889, 
1 recommended the mustering out of the following com- 
panies:

Colorado.

From September 4 to II, inclusive, I inspected the 
entire First Brigade at Camp Cooper. This being the 
first camp of instruction held be the Colorado National 
Guard, some confusion was expected in getting recruits 
unaccustomed to such duties, to properly understand the 
requirements of camp life. There was no confusion, 
aud the success of the encampment, as a whole, was 
very gratifying. The desire of the Guard to see and 
assocíate with each other is natural and commendable— 
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much good resulting from-the friendly rivalry between 
the different battalions and companies. "The camp was 
well policed, and kept neat and clean. Some complaint 
was made in regard to the food supply and service. On 
investigating, I found that the table service was inade- 
quate. This was remedied at once by the employment 
of additional waiters. 


Much improvement was manifest in guard and sentry 
duty, but not as much as could be desired; some of the 
officers of minor rank show a deficieucy of knowledge 
in this respect. 1 noticed a marked improvement in 
the discharge of the various duties of the camp as it_ 
progressed. This was to be expected, as each day added 
to the smoothness with which the whole eucainpment 
worked. i 


Throughout the encampment the officers were untir- 
ingrin instructing their men, to which the latter heartily 
responded by a strict and conscientious performance of 
duty and a cheerful submission to the restraints of camp 
life. IJ can say that in appearance, discipline and gen- 
eral efficiency, the troops comprising the encampment 
of the Colorado National Guard, for the year 1889, are 
worthy of praise, and are a credit to the State. Ido 
not wish to create the impression by these remarks that 
I regard the Colorado National Guard as having reached 
a point near perfection, but there certainly has been a 

decided improvement all aloug the line, and I am proud 
of what has been accomplished. 


I must report that, with few exceptions, I found but 
little attention paid to company books and correspond- 
ence; Most of tke company commanders appeared 
impressed with the idea that this part of their duties 
was of secondary importance. Officers should be 
required to pay more attention to this part of their duty. 
Several complaints were made by company commanders 
to the effect that communications of importance, and 
reports sent up through regular channels, were never

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heard from. ‘This is a state of affairs that I cannot too 
strongly condemn. I have investigated the matter, and 
while at the different headquarters, I found no papers 
delayed, yet I think the adjutants must have been 
delinquent in some cases, owing to the numerous 
changes in this important office.

SIR: —I have the honor to report that, in conformity 
with General Orders No, 37, A. G. O., I have inspected 
the several organizations of the Colorado National Guard, 
as given below, and in compliance with Special Orders 
No. 202, A. G. O., did, on the tenth day of July, 1890, 
muster out of the service '' I" Company, Second Bat. 
talion of Infantry, stationed at Montrose, for the reasons 
that said company had become reduced below the mini- 
mum strength, and was found generally inefficient and 
demoralized. 


I regret exceedingly to report that, as a general thing, 
the National.Guard, as inspected by me, is not as effi- 
cient as it should be. ‘The troops to-day are receiving 
more aid from the State than at any time in the past, 
and they should certainly show a corresponding gain in 
attendance and general efficiency. There is a lack of 
discipline throughout, which is one element that cannot 
be dispensed with, if the Guard of this State is ever to 
amount to anything. ‘The responsibility for this state 
of affairs rests entirely upon the shoulders of the bat- 
talion and company commanding officers. The rank 
and file of the National Guard is composed of excellent 
material, and it only needs the proper attention of the 
commanding officers to “bring about the needed and 
necessary improvement. Company officers are lax in 
their duties, and the management of affairs at the differ- 
ent headquarters can be greatly improved upon. To 
insist upon discipline in company affairs, there must 
first be discipline and efficiency at headquarters. = 


I would strongly recommend that all commanding 
officers be held strictly responsible and accountable for 
the condition and efficiency of their respective com- 
mands; and if they are not able to give the proper atten- 
tion to their duties let them resign. 


` 
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A battalion commander should see that all subordinate 
officers attend strictly and promptly to their duties, and 
especially the Adjutant, who is well paid by the State 
for his services.

DISCIPLINE. 

A marked improvement has been made in the disci- 
pline of the Brigade in the past two years, most of 
which is due to the instruction and experience of the 
encampment of 1889. 


It is still susceptible of improvement, and I have 
great hopes of reaching a higher standard, after the next 
annualencampment. The frequent changes in officers 
caused by removal from county and State, and for 
business reasons, renders it difficult to maintain that 
degree of excellence necessary to place the Guard upon 
its proper plane. 

'The most noticeable fault in the organization, is the 
want of knowledge of staff administration. 


Staff officers, with few exceptions, are ignorant of the 
details of the duties of their respective departments, and 
evince no desire to inform themselves unless sharply 
reminded of the necessity therefor. 


Returns and reports are forwarded, but not with the 
promptness desired. 


This evil will be remedied immediately, and the year 
1891 will be memorable in the annals of the Guard for 
its improvement in the care in preparation, and prompt- 
ness iu forwarding through the prescribed military chan- 
nels, every return, report, and cómmunication of a 
military nature. 


'The new códe will direct the use of the latest forms, 
together with full and explicit directions for their use. 
When printed.and distributed, sufficient time will be 
given officers and men to make themselves familiar 
with the provisions of the code, and thereafter they will 
be rigorously enforced. The encampment of 1889 was 
productive of great good, and it is earnestly hoped that 
its benefits may be appreciated by the General Assein- 
bly, and provision made at the coming session for annual 
encampments. 
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The citizen-soldier serving without pay and willing 
and anxious to do his duty faithfully and efficiently, 
should be encouraged by the State in his efforts to acquire 
such a knowledge of the duties of a soldier in the camp 
and field as will insure a trained disciplined organization 
for active service whenever and wherever needed. 


The brigade went into camp September 4, 1889, 
pursuant to orders from the Commander-in- Chief, and 
under my immediate command. Fifty-nine officers and 
four hundred and fifty-eight men were present for duty 
on that day. 


The necessary orders were issued for the routine of 
daily duties, including target practice and dress parade. 


'The guard consisted of one field officer of the day, 
one officer of the day, two officers of the guard, and the 
necessary number of nou-commissioned officers and 
privates to complete the chain of sentinels arouud the 
camp. 


Guard mounting was performed with all the cere- 
monies required by the regulations, and officers and 
men carefully instructed in their respective duties, 
especially with reference to the sanctity of the parole 
and countersign. 


. The police of the camp was excellent, and the duties 
were performed with gratifying dispatch. 


The parade ground could not accommodate both 
battalions of infantry at dress parades, and I directed 
that dress parades be held on alternate days by the 
respective battalions.

The officers and men, for the most 
part, went into camp ignorant of camp duties, but the 
anxiety to learn to perform them properly, soon trans- 
formed them into experienced soldiers, and the discharge 
of the guard and police duties on the third day of the 
encampment equalled my most sanguine expectations. 


From its opening to its close, the encampment demon- 
strated, beyond controversy, that the personnelle of the 
National Guard could not be excelled, and that with 
experience and opportunity for proper instruction, it 
would be the peer of any organization in the nation. 


I transmit herewith, a communication from Lieut.- 
Colonel A. W. Hogle, commanding First Battalion 
Infantry, with reference to the new style of knapsack, 
known as the Merriam Pack," and I desire to heartily 
endorse the recommendation therein. 


The especial advantages as apparent to me are the 
air chambers so to speak, its arrangement permitting a 
circulation of air between the pack and the person of 
the soldier, avoiding friction and preventing perspira- 
tion, and taking the weight from the shoulders and 
placing it on the hips where it properly belongs. The 
troops should be supplied with “the Merriam Pack.”

Sm. —I have the honor to make the following report 
of rifle practice for the year ending January 1, 1891: 


Owing to the fact that the season for rifle practice 


closes January 1, 1891, no official scores have been 
handed in. 


The State range at Golden was put in thorough re- 
pair early in the season. One thousand rounds of fixed 
ammunition was issued to each company, including 
targets and posters. The qualification for marksman 
was 20 out of a possible 25, at 200 yards, and for sharp- 
shooters, 40 out of a possible 50, at 500 and 600 yards. 


I wish to call attention to the condition of the rifles 
at present in possession of the Colorado National Guard, 
most of them having sights wholly unfit for any degree 
of accurate shooting. I suggest that they be exchanged 
soon as possible for rifles^with improved sights. 


I further recommend that rifle practice be part of the 
daily routine of duty at camp. Also that companies far 
removed from rifle ranges be allowed transportation at 
least twice a month. I also wish to call attention of 
all officers of the Colorado National Guard to this most 
important part of the education of the soldier. By so 
doing, the rank and file will receive the encouragement 
necessary to make efficient marksmen.
